THE DITflLIlT TRIALS- 

Tho Sontonco of Srady* -Scenea and 
Incidents- 

Driii.lN, .\pril 14.- Brady, when sen- 
tenci'd ye.ilenlay, rose aitd with vehe- 
mence iirotesteil his innocence of the 
crime. After making tlie Inst disclaimer 
he was hurried from tho courtroom by the 
officers. The aiinoiinoemeiit of the vor- 
ilict had been ri-ceivetl with marks of tit- 
iiiosl disfavor and condeiiiiiatiiiii. (Jioat 
crowds of peo|ile had waited impatiently 
about the doors of the tribunal until thu 
conclusion of the trial, and more wore 
liackod still closer alxnit the building iu 
hopes of getting a sight, of the condemn- 
ed ;is he was taken to jail. 

The jury did not remain huig away, for 
after alioni -40 miiintes they sent word 
that they bad readied an agreement, and 
being snniinoiieil back to their benches, 
announced, amid breathless silence in 
court, that .Joseph lUiuly was guilty of 
nuirder. When the verdict was read a 
deep but sii])pressed niiiriiuir went round 
the coiiifroom, and Brady, who up lo this 
time liad bi'eii siiigiilaily composed and 
free from emotion, liiriied ashy pale. Dr. 
Webb started np lo make a motion, and 
after connileto silenct" was restored and 
before the judge pronmniced thosentonco 
of death, lie said ill an impressive voice; 
" 1 desire to move for arrest of judg- 
iiieiil." lie alleged that uniler the eir- 
ciimataiicea the jury w liicli had heard the 
case and had just given in ils verdict was 
not legally formed, and that the prisoner 
had received notice that he was to bo 
tried before a special jury. The motion 
w.is denied by Judge O'Brioii, who ."aid 
to the prisoner, " Have you anything to 
say why the sentence of ileal li should not 
bo pronounced upon you I" 

IJrady responiled in a loud, clear and 
firm voico: "I am not guilty of the charge 
wdiich inforiners have sworn on me. 
These men would swear away the life of 
any one to save thoir own." 

.Sullivan, lor the prosecution, reidied 
thai the evidence giviMi bj- Kavaiiiigli yes- 
terday against Brady was only uf the 
kind which related "to his own doings 
prior to the murder. In fad, it simply 
showed that U'avanagh received his in- 
structions na to driving- and waiting for 
Brady.

The evidfiico given by Ihe informers wan 
of doubtful character, and thiT unreliabil- 
ity of the evideiici! was loo clear to bo 
(Miiimented on. WHiild llie jury sot the 
evidom-e of llie iiiliooiint girl iMeager 
.againsi that of the infamous Carey, li.ar 
.aiul lij'pocrile >es, liar and hypoi-fite 
and murderer, too, by profession as well 
as by pnictice! 

The court hero said the points raised 
by Wtdib aoaiiist ibe introduclion of ,.vi- 
dence coiilil not be sustained.

Tlii" argumeut iu tho 
ThriiHhor case prcpiuiHl by the attonioy- 
general on behalf of the govornmont in- 
aista that the aupromo court ia one over 
the procedure in whioli the legialatnre has 
entire control, and thiit the Judicial Dis- 
trict Act of 1879, undpr which the judges 
have been assigned to their districts by 
the Oovernor-goneral of Canada, is within 
the power of the local legislature and ap 
plies to judges appointed l)oth before and 
since that act oauie into operation. The 
judges took a counter view, and it is in 
consequence of it that the government of 
Canada roforred certain qucstiona for the 
upinioM of tlie suprenie court of CaiKula. 
The I'rovincial Superior (Jmirt .Vet, 188'2, 
lias, however, nothing to do witli these 
questions eicejit complicating the posi- 
tion of the provirico by its admitting the 
correctness of the coucluaiona at which 
th© judges arrived. Tito act itself has 
never been in force or operation. It can- 
not comu into force until judges are ap 
pointed under it, a course which the Uo 
minion governiuent tlatly refuses to 
adopt, becftuse by doiiiij so they would 
adroit that the supreme court of llritisli 
Columbia is not a provincial court.
